WINTER WHEAT KILLED. 


The Situation Probably Worse than 


Heretofore Reported. 


(Springfield Journal, April 7.] 


Capt. J. M. Adair arrived home from 


Olney at noon yesterday, and stated that 
he had taken special pains to observe the 
wheat fields along the way, and it ia his 
opinion that more than three-fourths of 
them show fully half the wheat killed 
Some of them show more. The captain 
said, from what he had seen, the person 
or newspaper representing tha crop as 
safe and promising, ought to be sued for 
damages. If the idea could be kept go- 
ing that the crop is promising well, spec- 
ulators could succeed in keeping down 
the present prices, whereas, if the facts 
are made known and admitted, the price 
must advance. 


Another gentleman who has 
been 


through Southern Illinois says field after 
field of winter wheat is being plowed up> 
and he is certain that less than half an 
average crop will be harvested. He say 
if he had 100,000 bushels of wheat he 
would not part with any of it at the 
present prices,

John E. Duffin, who died at the Pins 


Hospital on Friday last, and whose body 
was cremated Sunday morning at the 
Missouri Crematory, was well inown at 
Belleville, and seems from his own state- 
ments while there to have had a very 
eventful life. Dnffin, whose real name 
was Hamlet Shakspeare Felton, was re- 
leased from the Penitentiary at Chester 
111., February 23, 1890, upon a pardon 
issued by Gov. Fifer, having been sen- 
tenced to that institution by the Circuit 
Court of St. Olair county April 6, 1883, 
For twelve years for forgery. 
Duffin 


made his appearance at Summerfield, a 
little town jin the northeastern part of 
St. Clair county, fin the fall of ,1879, and 
secured work as a farm laborer. 
HHJ in- 


telligence and gentlemanly bearing soon 
gained him many friends in that locality 
and it was not long till he began trans- 
acting legal business, making loans, etc., 
for a number of the wealthy and promi- 
nent farmers of Lebanon township 
On 


April 1 1880, he secured a blank note at 
the First National Bank of Belleville 
with whose officers he had become ac- 
quainted through acting as agent for the 
huramerfield farmers, and on April 12 
1880, he returned the note, signed by Mr.' 
Jacob Sohmitt as principal and Messrs. 
Wm. E. Paafield and Julius Winkler as 
sureties, and got 84,000 on the note 
which was drawn for 84,106.70, payable in 
four months. The bank officials did not 
expect anything wrong in the matter un- 
til two weeks had passed, and then, upon 
communicating with the parties whose 
names were on the note, they learned 
that the signatures were forgeries. In 
the meantime Duffin had tied, and though 
a large reward was offered for his cap- 
ture, he was not apprehended till June, 
1084 when he was accidentally met with 
in Decatur, 111., by Mr. E. A. Winkler, of 
Summerfield, 111., a son of Julius Wink- 
ler, one of the sureties on the note. He 
was at once arrested and brought to 
Belleville, where he was tried April 3, 
IHSd, and sentenced, as stated, to twelve 
years in the Penitentiary at Chester, 111. 


Duffin made n pathetic addresss to the 


jury that convicted him, in which he said 
he wns an orphan and was born under an 
Jinglish flag m Spanish waters, and had 
been adopted by oneBandolph Duffin 
who had him baptised into the Catholic 
Onurch 
as John 
Randolph 
Dnffin 


although his real name he claims, was 
Hamlet Shakspeare Felton. He com- 
pleted his collegiate education at Eton 
College, England, studied law at Harvard 
University and completed his law studies 
at Mary Ann's Oxford, England. Healso 
claimed to have visited South America, 
China and other foreign lands, and to 
have been a member of Walker's filibus- 
tering expedition to Nicarauga. While 
m jail at Belleville, and aleo while in the 
.Penitentiary, he wrote many poetic 
effusions to his friends here and to the 
press, That he was talented there was 
no doubt among those who came in con- 
tact with him, and he protested against 
his conviction for forgery, atd claimed 
that he had obtained the signatures of 
the parties to the cote by fraud, Gov. 
Fifer granted him pardon after he had 
spent nearly seven years of his twelve- 
year term, when it became evident that 
consumption, with which disease he had 
been suffering for some mouths, wonld 
soon end his days.

sources, illiteracy is increaiing at the 
South, and that the school demand can 
not be met by her resources. 


The resolution calls on Congressmen 


to take promptly such steps as their 
constitutional powers would permit and 
their wisdom suggest to continue to all 
such Slates us would accept the Na- 
tional aid to which the Northern and 
Western States have been so largely in- 
debted during the past century in the 
founding and maintaining of common 
schools, and in enlightening and stimu- 
lating the educational spirit of the 
States.
